General M'erriit will remain at the 


residence of Norman 
Williams, Mrs. 


Merrill's father, until after the holi- 
days, when they will return to New 
York city, where the general will a£ain 
resume his position as commander of 
the department of the east, which he 
left to go to Manila. 


"My official connection -with the Philip- 


pines has ended," General Merritt said, 
"sind all direct information I have re- 
ceived from Manila since leaving for 
Paris has been in the way of personal 
correspondence, but 
General 
Otis is 


making1 a wise governor. He is making 
no promises to Againaldo, and n-etther 
did I. For that reason tha possibility 
of trouble with him and his followers 
will probably solve itself. 


"I firmly believe in the retention of 


the Philippines. We cannot do other- 
wise than keep them. If we dispose of 
them to any other nation it will cer- 
tainly precipitate a war, and they are 
not yet capable of governing the'm- 
eelves. Until that time the best we can 
do is to give tfcem a good military gov- 
ernment; give th«m what civilians are 
necessary to administer the civilian 
functions of government, and when they 
are ready to form a government of thalr 
own give them our blessing and let them 
do so. 


"I certainly believe that in time they. 


wT.l be capable of adminlste.-ing their 
own government. The 
peopl* of the 


Philippin«is look forward to a colonial 
government, I believe. 


"What is needed is a simple military 


•xlnTmittstiration, wi-'ch can be easily 
furnished. The residents of Manila and 
of t1i« other parts of the archipelago 
who are informed, are intensely anx- 
ious that the Unlte4 States shall re-tain 
cantrol." 


When asked what he thought of tlt» 


proposed increase in the standing army 
to 109,000, the genera}- declared he had 
always believed such an increase was 
necessj»ry. 


"We need a standing army of at least 


TS.OOO here in the United States," h« cte- 
c!ar«d. "Now that we have acquired 
the new territories we shall need a few 
more. But in" my belief 25,000 men are 
empty sufficient for all th« possible 
emergencies in Ctiba ,Porto Rico and th« 
Philippines together.. '.The rest are 
need'ed in th« United States for garrison 
duty. 


"If a larger force is wanted In th* 


Philippines it can easily be had from 
among the natives," 
General Merritt 


continued. "By officering th« native sol- 
diers with American officers, a, most ef- 
fective army for duty in the islands can. 
be quickly formed. In time, perhaps, 
!t would eoine to resemble the British 
army In India, where the go-eater part/if 
th« men are natives. The Filipinos are 
anxious to enlist In such service, and 
they could be made into effective sol- 
diers."

Concerning Foreign Sentiment and 
Dis- 


position of the Puilippinas. 


Washington, Dec. 27.— With nespect to 


the frequently repeated statement in 
press dispatches that the sentiment of 
th» powers, with the exception of Eng- 
land, was opposed to the United States, 
and looked with disfavor upon the at- 
titude of this government in dealing 
with Spain, Senator Frye said yester- 
day: 
"I saw no evidence of such senti- 


ment existing outside of France, s.nd 
in France that sentiment appeared to 
be confined to the preee, which does not 
reflect the sentiment of the nation, nor 
of the people generally." 


"Do you think there will bs'an early 


restoration of cordial relations between 
Spain and the United State*?" 


"I think that very soon after the rat- 


ification of the peace treaty and the res- 
toration of diplomatic relations there 
will be no difficulty about negotiating 
commercial treaties, and a treaty for the 
release of prisoners and such other mat- 
ters directed toward the perfect restora- 
tion of friendly relations between the 
two governments. 
I do not believe that 


the Spanish government will be at all 
disposed to keep up unfriendly feeling 
between the two governments. 
The 


making- of ne-w treaties adapted to the 
present conditions will be better than 
would be the restoration of the old trea- 
ties, some features of which were ob- 
solete. 


"What has been published with re- 


spects to the treaty of peace seems 
to indicate, does It not, that this gov- 
ernment is not committed by tlirpo ne- 
gotiations with respect to the future dis- 
position of the territory, the Spanish 
sovereignty over which has been re- 
linquished." 


It indicates very strongly that this 


government is not committed in any way 
whatever with respect to the disposition 
and government of these islands. 
If 


we are Insane enough to do so, we mitjht 
Sivo them all back to Spain after the 
ratification of the treaty. 
If we were 


foals we might divide them up amonff 
the other foreism power's. 
The who)* 


matter Is left in the hands of congress. 
Cnnsress can make any disposition of 
the Islands It sees fit. The ratification 
of the treaty will not in any way curtail 
our privileges in this direction."

tle whip tops of which Virgil speaks. 


More toys are made in and about this 


sleepy old town of Nuremberg thau in 
any other city of the world. For 900 
years Nuremberg has been known 
ia 


the town of toyrnakers, and in one fac- 
tory alone over 3,000,000 gross of play- 
things are turned out annually to eup- 
ply the American and Australian trade. 
It is Santa Clans' headquarters, and 
here can be found every toy from tin 
trumpets to talking dolls. Tin soldiers, 
Noah's arks, whistles, toy engines and 
trains, diminutive baby carriages, mu- 
sical animals, wagons, Band pails, spin- 
ning tops, creeping turtles, jumping 
grasshoppers, music hoses, red tin cows 
and green fish are all made here in, 
countless numbers. 
Two- million tin 


horses alone -are turned out each year 
and 5,000 000 soldiers, while 4,100 men 
are employed in toy wagon making 
alone. 


Between "^ebruary and April of each 


year two or three dozen American buy- 
ers come to Nuremberg with their note- 
books full of suggestions and. sketches 
for new designs. Each year something 
entirely novel must be created. Tbe or- 
dinary doll mil at have a dimple, tbe 
jumping jack nmst wear a monocle and 
leather boots, the Kate Greenaway kid 
doll must have' a washable face and 
neck, and tbe railwa'y train must be on 
stilts to represent an "L" road. That all 
these things may be done the forests of 
Fraucouia aud Thuringia are robbed of 
their great pines and hundreds of boya 
and girls labor for 12 hours a day. 


The vast majority of these toymakers 


carry on their work in their own homes, 
all members of the family undertaking 
some share of tho work. 
They live in 


crooked little streets with no sidewalks, 
in quaint old houses with windows 
screened by iron gratings, Shop and 
home are often in one room, the parlor 
being the display room. Usually thero 
is a wide counter to hold the different 
toys as they are made. The skilled 
workmen who forge and shape pieces of 
steel and tin aujT whittle and carye bita 
of wood into their different shapes do 
not average a dollar a day for their la- 
bor. 
Tba childish breadwinners of the 


hardworking little family make less 
than $1 a week for their assistance. 


In the factories where the manfactur- 


er of toy insects employs from 10 to 200 
persons tbe tin animals "are turned out 
by the hundred gross at a price with 
which the handworker in bis own home 
cannot compete. In these factories men 
and women operate the machine, and n 
mechanical expert puts in the clock 
works that make the automatons per- 
form their wonderful tricks. 
Yonng 


boys assist in the work of fitting to- 
gether the different parts, and girls do 
tho finihhing, painting and packing. 
The girls also do the varnishing, and 
have their own tools, tubes of paint, 
pots of varnish, brushes, glue and lead. 
They work at beuches'very mnoh like a 
tinker would, and are obliged to look 
after the little furnaces, where thoy 
heat their soldering irons. In some of 
these factories these girl tinkers aud 
painters have to supply their own lead 
ami paints, and receive by no means 
pleasant treatment. 
When their day's 


work is over, they are, covered with 
soot, coated and smeared with paint and 
worn out with bad air and uncomforta- 
ble seats. Tbe light is of ten insufficient, 
aud the life they lead is a most unen- 
viable one. It takes just 60 seconds to 
make a sea crab, with a clock in his in- 
terior arrangements, warranted to crawl 
b;- hiin^If. 
But in his niauufuotiue 


throe men and 87 girls take a bund, A 
girl, in tattered skirt and without 
shoes, handled 18 gross of tin toys iu 
ono day, and for her day's work re- 
ceived 82 cents. The boys averaged 2 
cents an hour and the men Scents. Tho 
man whoso duty it was to wind up 17 
k'ross of automatic toys each day re- 
ceived for his work $26 per month.

BAIT PAILS. 


Sonic of Tliem of Thlrts'-two Qnnrt* 
In Capaci- , ami Rather Elaborate. 
A mnn wit) wasn't much irterested in 


snch thinfin vi.igbt suppose that any sort 
of pail woul'i do for bait, that all you had 
to do was In yet a pail and put Ih some 
water and put your bait in; but, as a mat- 
ter of fact, iherc are pails designed Qspe- 
cially for the carrying: of live bait. They 
ero made in \i;rious sizes, ranging from 1 
to 32 quarts, this last n pail of capacity 
equal to ;i rju:irr,--r of a barrel. 


Tho smalUj-c and simplest bait pail, one 


holding a quart, is of painted tin, with 
tho eovor on n hinge, and this cover per- 
forated with many holes. 


A 32 quart bait pail has inside of !t and 


made of such :: r-lze ns to fill tho pail ex- 
cept for rhi> c;\'ici- required to permit of 
lifting ijt, out ;ind sotting it back easily a 
tin cylinder -,vith many perforations in It 
all ovnr, the live fishes for bait being kept 
in this perforated cylinder or inner pail. 


Tb" ; crr' • • • ' < •! r.'-Jiiuler in tho big pall 


is made thus 'O that it can bo lifted out of 
tho pail and pnf, overboard in a lake or n 
river or other body of water whore tho 
fishes in it will get (ho benefit of a free 
circulation. 
\Vhon tho bait is wanted, 


tho cylinder is taken up and put back in 
thn outer pail, which Is of course filled 
With water, and tho bait is then ready for 
transportation or for keeping where it- oan 
bo got at conveniently. 


There are smaller pails of various sizes 


that have removable cylinders in which 
tho live bait can bo submerged. Some of 
theno cylinders are intended to fce lowered 
to tho bottom. There aro some that are 
mndo with an air compartment on top so 
that the perlorated cylinder is kept float- 
ing in tho water. Some of the largest 
bait polls have tbe outer cover ipade de- 
pressed in th« middle, liko a shallow, 
straight elded pan, so tbaG a cake of ice 
can be laid on top. 


One of those big bait palls might be 


used in a camp and tho smallest bait pnlli 
by Individual anglers. Tho angler Is very

And the Question, Was Middle Amer- 


ica Peopled From Asia.? 


With the evidences of Asiatio contact 


•upposed to be so strong In Central Amer- 
ica one might have imagined that so use- 
ful a device as the simple chopsticks would 
have secured a footing. 
These two sticks, 


held in one hand and known in China as 
"hastoners or nimble lads, "are certainly 
the most useful, the most economical, and 
the most efficient device for their purposes 
ever invented by man. 


Throughout that vast Asian region, em- 


bracing a population of 500,000,000, the 
ohopstick is used as a substitute for fork, 
tongs and certain forms of tweezers. Even 
fish, omelet and cake are separated with 
the chopsticks, and the cook, the street 
icavenger and the watch repairer use this 
device in the form of iron, long bamboo 
and delicate ivory. The bamboo chopstick 
was known in China 1000 B. C., and 
shortly after this dote the ivory form waa 
devised. Their use is one of great an- 
tiquity In Japan, as attested by references 
to it in the ancient records of that country. 


One may search in vain for the trace of 


any object in the nature of a chopstick in 
Central or South America. Knitting nee- 
dles of wood are found in the work baskets 
associated with ancient Peruvian mum- 
mies, but tho chopstick has not been 
found. Curious pottery rests for the chop- 
sticks are exhpmed in Japan, but even 
this enduring testimony of ita early use is 
yet to be revealed in this country.—"Was 
Middle America Peopled From Asia?" by 
Professor E. S. Morse, in Popular Science 
Monthly.

Knout OH Told by • lla»inn Sur- 
Ceoii— Thr Wor»t Criminal* Choueii 
to Wield the La»li.

Passing nlong a gloomy passage of tho 


Alexander prison, whose walls are cover- 
ed with bUick moliiinoss and reek with 
tto strong »u:nt of pi'iecouos strewing <>i, 
the flojr. wo tind at tuo end of tho currt- 
dor cliiiirs and tables for tho uuihorUu<-< 
Who witness tno infliction of the puniUi 
mentg. Among tho officials are a Inwyer, 
the chief of tho prison uud the eurgeou, 
and u little way off is placed the •'block" 
of threatening as; oct, behind vv bicb stands 
the wielder of the knout, who awaits his 
victims with u curious look. His garb is 
apparently intended to make the situation 
all the more impressive. He wears u lull 
white head covering, soft folt shoes, a 
blood red shirt with its sleeves turned up, 
end ho carries "the knout in his hand 
Along the cr,e wall stands a row of con- 
ylcts with smoothly shnved heads, and 
facing them is a long linoof warders arm 
ed with loaded revolvers in the hand. Tho 
stillness, as of the grave, which stmnrs 
ell present, is broken from time to time 
by the rattling of the haiidcufls aud the 
leg fetters and by a furtive cough or the 
rustling of the papers upon the table of 
the prison governor. 


"Who will bo the next?" is tho question 


that is all too clearly to be read upon the 
deathlike fpatures of tho "arrestunts." 


"Sidorov" is called out by the governor 


In a quiet, restrained voice. Sidorov steps 
unsteadily and with an increasing totter 
and rattling of his chains out of the line 
of gray, long felT; coats. I note his lips 
growing pale and the fear in bis widely 
opened eyes, as though he were a hunted 
Wild beast 


"Lie down !" is tho command. Haftily 


making tbo s-ign cf the cross on his breast. 
Sidorov Iks down at length on the bench 
snd throws each arm around it. He is 
then bound by leather thongs to the 
bencb, and his bunds are tied together be- 
neath it. 


•'How many?" asks the warder charged 


With counting tho .strokes. 


"Sixty, " is the qtr.et answer of the gov- 


ernor. 


"Look out," or "Pull yourself togeth- 


er," forms the general remark of the 
knout wielder, and the next moment Che 
blows nro raining in feartul thuds upon 
the bare back of Sidorov, who utters heart 
piercing shrieks. One, two, three — tho 
warder calls aloud tho talo of the stripes. 
every one of which hisses and leaves its 
mark on tho calprit. The cry that at first 
followed every stroke has gradually be- 
come au unlrokon howl and roar, and 
readers must have strong nerves if they 
can picture further ail the hideousness of 
Ibis diabolical form of punishment. 
' This sort of castigatiou is inflicted upon 
convicts whenever it it ordained by the 
law or by the police and local authorities. 
Tha dispenser of blows is always a fellow 
taken from the prisoners themselves, and 
in bis hands the fate of the delinquent 
may be said literally to lie. The knout 
consists of a thick wooden stick, to which 
is fastened a strongly plaited lash, about 
30 inches long and 2 inches wide, and this 
thong is cut so as to form three lashes at , 
its end. A convict who retains the small- 
est degree of human feeling can never bo 
induced to undertake this office, and thus 
only tho most reprobate and hardened 
criminals are chosen for the dread \vork.\ 
To these inhuman creatures the courts of | 
Russia intrust human lifa. It is in their 
power to inilict only light punishment , 
upon the condemned, to make him a crip- 
ple for the rest of his days or to send him 
to his grave on the spot, and yet the offi- 
cials never deem it necessary to put any 
restraint on these floggers. The experi- 
enced floggers are really skilled at their 
work. If they wish to show any mercy to 
the delinquent, they rain blows on his 
body with tho middle part of the whip, 
while the cruel tips of it fall beyond the 
prisoner and on the bench, but if no 
naercy is to bft" given, then the knout is 
made to do its fell purpose. lu the hands 
of a skilled ! Jogger the motions of the 
knout are so quick that they can scarcely 
be rightly followed by an inexperienced' 
observer. In either case the prisoner nat- 
urally howls, but the difference in the re- 
sult is very marked. The lightened form 
of punishment can be bought, and woe to 
bi:n who is not Able to propitiate the 
flogger. 


The courts generally condemn to flog- 


ging confirmed criminals, fugitives from 
Siberia and vagabonds, many of whom 
have received altogether from 500 to 600 
blows. An old Siberian tramp finished 
bis curriculum vitne with the following 
words, "I have received all told 1,400 
stripes of the birch rod, 600 blows from 
tho knout and numberless thrashings by 
sticks." As is to be expected, the statis- 
tics of the Siberian prisons show the fu- 
tility of these punishments as corrective 
measures. In proportion as the punish- 
ments increase in number and cruelty so 
tho relapses and backslidings into crime 
increase. Nostalgia, or intensified home- 
sickness, is curiously strong in the in- 
mates of the Siberian prisons and will not 
be repressed by the most cruel system of 
whipping. 


Hitherto we have dealt only with the 


knout, which is the rarer form of punish- ' 
ment and must, bo ordered by a court of 
law. 
Tho usual corporal punishment by 


moans of rods and sticks is somewhat dif- 
ferent, for they form the alpha and omega 
of the corrective measures in use in Si- 
berian prisons. This form of punishment i 
is regarded rather as a bagatelle, and yet 
its effects ore much worso than those of 
the knout, for it is meted out to all in the 
same measure. It needs not to be ordain- 
ed by a court of law, and tho victim un- 
dergoes no previous medical examination 
as to his fitness to bear the punishment. 
Every governor of prisons can give 30 and 
every district governor 100 of these blows 
at their solo discretion. It is the naked 
truth that even criminals when grievously 
ill do not escape this punishment. A fe- 
male prisoner in the district of Korsakov 
was whipped to such an extent that she 
fell down dead. 


That the governors of Siberian prisons 


aro not all uionsturs, but that there nro in 
exceptional cases kindly hearted men, is 
seen in tho case of Sipjagin, the former 
director of the prison at Irkutsk. Ho

extending from his rig-ht eye back to 
and through the ear, and the latter 
having a portion of his nose bitcen off. 
The police learned of the trouble soon

went to the house and arrested the fol-

Their 
clothing was soaked with blood and 
the sight of them was sickening. An 
arteiy had been cut in the side of 
Jemrr.ollo's 
head 
and 
the 
blood 


spurted from the wound in jets. Cap- 
tain Dineen telephoned for doctors and 
Drs. Stafford, Putnam and Riley were 
soon on hand and the wounds were 
dressed, a surgical 
operation 
being 


performed on De Lorenzo's nose to 
lessen the disfiguration. 


The Italians had been drinking. As 


nearly as could be learnr d De Lorenzo 
h.-'d been abusing his wife and when 
the others protested he rushed out, re- 
turning quickly and flourishing an 
edged instrument. Antonio Jemmello 
was hit and sustained 
the 
wound 


above described. A lively time ensued 
rluring which Vincanzo Jemmello bit 
off part of De Lorenzo's nose, as above 
stated, 
and 
De Lorenzo was 
also 


kicked by Agostino Jemmello, the men 
evidently being determined to avenge 
their brother's injury thoroughly. 


The cutting was undoubtedly done 


v, ith a razofc as the officers found the 
bude of one*In the stove and snatched 
it out red hot. The handle was burned 
off, but the part of the blade to which 
the handle had been attached 
was 


sijuned with blood. The blade was kept 
and will be introduced as evidence. 


Holiday being a legal holiday, the 


prisoners had to remain in the police 
station to await a hearing this morn- 
ing. Jemmello was very weak Monday 
but it is not thought the wound will 
prove fatal. 


The men were arraigned in 
court 


this mornitig' and their cases were 
continued to January 1. De Lorenzo 
was charged with assault with intent 
to kill and was held in ?5,000 bonds. 
Vincenzo Jemmello, who bit off De 
Lorenzo's nose, iwas charged with 
mayhem and was neld in $300 bonds. 
JpiT'mello and the others of the party 
for assault on DeLorenzo and disturb- 
ing the peace, were held in $100 each.

ment, and none between the ages of 14 
and 16 years can be employed without 
certificates. Mr. Dam found quite a 
number of such children at work and 
ordered that they be stopped at once. 
This law went into effect on the first 
of last September and it is probable 
that neither the merchants nor the 
boys and girls they hired thought of it, 
even if they knew of it. Extra help is 
always needed in the stores at Christ- 
mas time and many boys and girls 
have improved the opportunity thus 
offered to eain a little money. No 
hardship was intended or experienced, 
but it was Inspector Dam's duty to see 
that the law was obeyed and in taking 
the course he did he simply performed 
his duty as an officer of the state. 
This he did in a quiet and undemon- 
strative way, and all concerned ac- 
quiesced readily when the law was ex- 
plained to them
